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Armed robbery suspect caught near campus

After a high-speed chase last 
Tuesday evening, Salisbury police 
and Maryland State Troopers arrest- 
ed a female suspected of armed rob- 
bery. The chase led police through 
Salisbury until the suspect’s vehicle 
was apprehended crossing the rail- 
road tracks behind Pat’s Pizzeria. 

"At approximately 7:40 pm, state 
police stopped a green Ford 
Explorer for speeding and then 
Salisbury PD confirmed the driver 
was suspected of robbing The Pit 
Stop gas station on East Main Street 
and a chase ensued through the 
city,” said a Maryland State Trooper. 

Three Salisbury police cruisers 
and five state police cars were on 
scene. The Maryland police helicop- 
ter followed the chase overhead as 
the. suspect’s green SUV_ sped 
through Salisbury. The chase con- 
tinued along South Division Street, 
then West College Avenue before 
ending behind Pat's Pizzeria. 

After the suspect was apprehend- 
ed, state police issued charges per- 
taining to traffic violations while 
Salisbury police officers dealt with 
the criminal charges relating to the 


robbery. 


The identity of the suspect has 
not been released and city police are 
looking into the potential of a sec- 
ond suspect involved in the robbery. 

According to police officials, no 
one was injured during the robbery 
and chase.

Local Korean War Veteran, 
Edward Theodore Taylor, spoke on 
campus Tuesday about his new 


book Just God and Me: A Korean 


War Veteran Remembers. 

"Edward Taylor has been a voice 
of wisdom in Salisbury especially in 
times of adversary," said Dr. Clara 
L. Smalls, hstory professor.. 

The army was integrated only a 
few years before the Korean War. 


Taylor said during this time he 
received absolutely no kinds of 
prejudice; at least not until he came 
back to the states. 

During his time in Korea, 
Taylor received two bronze stars for 
outstanding combat action. 


Following his service in Korea, 
Taylor earned a bachelor's degree 
in education at Bowie State College 
and his master's degree in educa- 
tion administration and supervi- 
sion from then Salisbury State 
College. 

"I used my combat experience 
to help teach young students that 
there are better ways to solve prob- 
lems," said Taylor. 

During his speech he said that 
at the heart of his novel was a love 
and empathy for the orphaned 
children in Korea. Taylor believed 
it was a senseless war in which we 
"gained nothing and lost almost 
everything,” he stated. 

In his book Taylor describes the 
turmoil and consequences of being 
in the war and how he used what 
he learned to aid children and com- 
munities in Maryland. 

Even five decades after the war 
ended every memory of it was still 
as vivid in his head as, the day it 
happened he said. 

"By writing this book I've 
become relieved to finally have my 
story told,” said Taylor. 

"During points when I was 
reading and editing the novel I 
actually found myself in tears," 
said his daughter, Debra. 

Taylor has worked in education 
for 35 years and is, currently a 
councilman for Wicomico County 
and is now working on two new

"We dug up the soil behind the 
houses which felt like concrete, 
removed the rocks and bricks, and 
then planted trees," describes soph- 
omore Brandon Brown, Sergeant at 
Arms of Sigma Pi.

And under this 
agreed charter, if peaceful sanctions 
prove to be inadequate to certain 
countries, then the Security Council 
may authorize the use of military 
force. Individual states who have 
signed the charter may have the 
right to engage in war without a 
mandate from the Security Council 
only if the state is exercising its right 
of self-defense.

Friend puts face to drunk 
driving statistic

The following is one of the many definitions for the 
term "statistic": one viewed as a nameless item of statis- 
tical information. By visiting www.duipictures.com, 
you can find numerous statistics compiled by the U.S. 
Department of Transportation pertaining to drunk- 
driving related deaths and injuries. For example, con- 
sider this: alcohol-related crashes are the leading cause 
of death for young Americans between the ages of 16 
and 24 years old. 

Two hundred fifty thousand people have died in alco- 
hol-related accidents in the past 10 years; 25,000 peo- 
ple are killed each year, 500 people are killed each week, 
71 people are killed each day, and one person is killed 
every 20 minutes. It is estimated that one out of every 
two Americans will be involved in an alcohol-related 
accident in his or her lifetime. 

On March 17, 2006, Aaron Scott 'Lil Beef’ Nesspor, 
21, died due to injuries sustained to his head and neck 
when his 1997 Jeep Cherokee veered off of the road 
and hit a tree. He fell asleep at the wheel due to the 
numerous amounts of alcoholic beverages that he con- 
sumed while partaking in the traditional Kent County, 
Maryland St. Patrick's Day festivities. He was declared 
dead at the scene. 

I graduated with Nesspor from Kent County High 
School in 2002; I had known him for many years. | 
had a drink with him at the bar the night he died. Of 
course, everyone knew him. John Price, a former class- 
mate of mine, described Nesspor to the local newspaper 
as someone who was "friends with everybody." He 
represented everything that was good, fun and hilarious 
about growing up in Kent County. He was a water- 
man, a baseball player, a fisherman, a hunter, a great 


friend and a fun guy to party with. 

His death both’shocked and silénced our little town. 
News of the accident struck us with disbelief, incredi- 
ble sadness, and anger. A week later, we buried our 
brother, our classmate and our friend. To the people 
of Kent County, Nesspor is much more than a name- 
less item of statistical information. He's the guy who 
threw the best high school parties in his grandmother's 
basement. He's the guy who broke the ATM at Suds 
n Soda because they didn't have any chili dogs. He's 
the guy who would have loved the fact that, at his view- 
ing, there was a huge picture of his ass on display with 
the sign underneath of it that said: "Nesspor's White 
Ass." Now he is gone, and all we have left are memories 
of his crazy antics (many of which I can't describe 
because The Flyer would not be able to print it). 

If you take nothing else from reading this article, I 
urge you to remember this: one person dies every 20 
minutes due to an alcohol-related accident. As plas- 
tered as you may get, please try to think about how it 
would affect those who love you if you were to get 
behind the wheel of a car, crash into a tree and die. 
Nesspor had a 15 year-old sister, who, while addressing 

Nesspor's hundreds of friends at the funeral said, 
"Aaron, you let me drive the Jeep the other day. I only 
have a few more months until I get my license. If only 
I could have been driving you on [that] Friday night, 
you might still be here."

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Avoid 


unwanted 
Easter pets, 


buy a stuffed

It may be difficult to feel 
spring in the air these days, but 
that doesn't stop every store from 
selling Easter baskets, plastic eggs 
and loads of candy. But the most 
popular Easter icons are bunnies 
and ducks. 
Every year around Easter time, 
pet stores stock up on baby rab- 
bits and ducklings and every year, 
thousands are bought in the U.S. 
only to be neglected or let go into 
the wild weeks or months after 
buying them. Parents buy them 
as Easter gifts for their children, 
without realizing that owning a 
pet is a long-term commitment 
and requires up to 10 years of 
proper care for the animal. 

Every year the Salisbury Zoo 
receives hundreds of calls for 
unwanted pets. "During the 
spring, bunnies and ducks are a 
big part of that,” says Salisbury 
zoo Education Curator, Carrie 

Samis. "l would estimate that we 

get at least 30 or more calls just 

for:'Easter presents’."| Almost all 
ofthe calls are turned away 
because the Zoo simply does not 
have the resources or space for all 
of them. "We have to utilize the 

resources we have to provide the 
best care possible to the zoo's ani- 
mal collection. That requires a lot 
of time, expertise and money." 

Let's not single out the par- 

ents, though. College students 
are just as guilty. Housing direc- 
tor Dave Gutoskey says that there 
have been instances of students 
owning ducks and rabbits in the 
dorms, especially around Easter. 
"A residence hall is no place for 
an animal," he says. "The pet pol- 
icy is written with specific things 
in mind, such as health, safety 
and maintenance." 

According to the pet policy, 
no pets are allowed in residence 
halls except for fish, which must 
be in a 10-gallon tank or smaller. 
Other pets pose concerns for 
health and safety of both the ies- 
idents and the animals. Gutoskey 
says that students must take into 
consideration allergies as Well as 
the preferences of roommates. "If 

a roommate gets upset, [he or 

she] has the right to tell the 

roommate that having a pet isn't 
okay,” he says. 

The policy is also in place for

the health and safety of the ani- 
mal. 

Sophomore Shanley 
Crutchfield, who lives off cam- 
pus, did not get her pet rabbit 
Zucchini for Easter, but as a sur- 
prise Christmas present. "It really 
was a: lot like parents with their 
first child; it's a learn-as-you-go 
experience," she says. 

The student says that 
Zucchini was like a child to her 
and just like a child, taking care 
of him required a lot of mainte- 
nance. "Everyday I had to check 
his food and water. He normally 
needed a refill every day and a 
half," she says. "Every few days | 
would take out his litter pan area 
and clean that out. Once a week | 
would do a thorough, full clean 
of the whole cage. Also, I tried to 
make time to take him out and 
play with him, even if it's just 
him sitting with me while I watch 
TV." 

In addition to the mainte- 
nance, there are bills. Rabbits 
need food, treats, toys and med- 
ical treatment. "I took him in for 
a physical - just a basic check up 

- and it was only about $45." The 
student works part time to cover 
expenses, but suggests that for 
students who are not financially 
independent, affording a rabbit 
as a pet would be difficult. 

As an alternative, Linda Lugo, 
executive director of the Humane 
Society of Wicomico County 
suggests that parents buy their 
child a stuffed rabbit, duck or 
chick at a toy store instead. 
Buying a stuffed animal elimi- 
nates the responsibility of feed- 
ing, cleaning and nurturing for a 
real animal, as well as the costs of 
food, chew toys, cages and vet 
bills, while still offering a fuzzy 
"animal" to cuddle and play with. 

Samis recommends sponsor- 

ing an animal at the zoo as anoth- 
er option. "Providing proper care 
for a pet is a big responsibility,” 
says Samis. "If you think you'd 
like to have a duck or a bunny, 
consider sponsoring one at the 
Salisbury Zoo. For $25 you can 
sponsor an animal, get a certifi- 
cate with a picture of that animal, 
and have your name on a plaque 
in the zoo. Zookeepers will take 
care of all the feeding and clean- 
ing! And the zoo’s free, so you 
can visit anytime!”
